MEMBERS WRITE AND OTHER MATTERS Membership| 


The final BEP card for this Fiscal Year will be issued 
in connection with the A.N.A. World’s Fair of Money 
Boston, MA, 11-15 August 2010. 


The Bureau is soliciting (until 15 June 2010) venues 
for its new Fiscal Year (October 2010 through 
September 2011) participation: 


“REQUIREMENTS: Show sponsors, bourse chair- 
men, and/or coordinators are required to sign a 
Security Agreement issued by the BEP’s Office of 
Security, prior to the Bureau’s participation (sample 
will be provided upon request). The sponsoring 
organization shall provide (at no cost to the Federal 
Government) the booth space (35’ x 40’ minimum), 
trandportation costs for exhibits/spider press (if 
applicable) and products (via secure transport), 
tables, table skirts, display cases/lamps, electricity, 
internet access, phone service, carpeting and drayage 
services with a maximum amount of support protec- 
tion and integrity for the BEP.” 


It would appear that the American Numismatic 
Association (ANA) is facing the same plight as other 
organizations and is attempting to hold down costs 
especially with regard to their annual shows. The 
ANA Exeuctive Director, Larry Shepherd, notes in 
the June issue of their Journal, the Numismatist, that 
he is recommending Chicago as a viable, affordable 
“home” for thier annual World’s Fair of Money show 
as Orlando has become for the F.U.N. show. Some of 
the reasons he cites are the room rates (actually in 
Rosemont) as compared to Los Angeles, Boston, and 
Philadelphia, “all of which impose penalties if the 
ANA fails to meet its cpontractural obligations.” 
They also are fined if dealers or others book online 
outside the hotel blocks. 


There is also the Convention Center’s proximity to 
the airport, O’Hare, and its accesibility—” Nearly 


every major American city...is within fours hours... 


Will it also become a BEP “staple”? 
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TH HE PHILATELIC TRUCK REVISITED 








[The author appears to be the only member who 
exhibits in our specialty. This article appeared in The 
United States Specialist (August, 2008, Vol. 79, No. 8), 
the monthly Journal of the United States Stamp 
Society and is used with their permission. Text and 
illustrations (in color in the original) are copyright- 
ed. | am pleased that I was able to help Gregg in the 
acquisition of some of his material—which is an on- 
going search! Although more of a souvenir “sheet” 
than “card” like some others in our listing, this item 
was a “souvenir” of the visit of the Philatelic Truck 
tour of 1939-1941 and given the S.C.C.S. number, 
FPS 1939A. Some other U.S. souvenir sheets, issued 
in conjunction with philatelic exhibitions, e.g., the 
1926 White Pains sheet of 25 stamps with margin 
inscriptions (Scott #630), for some reason never 
made it, and I don’t know why. Ed.] 


Possibly one of the rarest of Bureau colis is the 1939 
Philatelic Truck Souvenir Sheet coil. In 1972 Franklin 
R. Bruns, Jr. wrote for the Thirty-Eighth edition of 
the American Philatelic Congress Book announcing the 
existence “of an unsevered line pair.” The statement 
was repeated by James H. Bruns in his book The 
Philatelic Truck (copyright 1982). In the January, 1999 
issue of The United States Specialist, Michael O. Perry 
wrote, “there is a report of an unsevered line pair of 
the coil sheetlets.” As recent as February, 2008 
Wallace Cleland wrote for The U.S. Specialist, “A line 
pair from one of the coils is known.” None of the 
aforementioned articles included a photograph or 
ownership reference to document its actual exis- 
tence. Now, thanks to an acquisition many years ago 
by this author from Mr. William Kriebel of the 
Souvenir Card Collectors Society, the ownership is 
documented and the unique item is shown (cover). 


What has gone unreported in the previously refer- 
enced articles is the existence also of a coil strip of 
three of the Philatelic Truck Souvenir Sheet (right). 
This item, also unique, was reportedly damaged 
during an attempt to feed a coil roll through the 
model Stickney press before a Philatelic Truck audi- 
ence in 1939. The damage consists of a tear running 
diagonally from the top right corner to the left side of 
the center sheetlet. Because the souvenir sheets had 
no postage value, accounting for their disposition 
was not required. If an item was damaged, it was 
simply discarded.Fortunately, a crewmember of the 
Truck was an astute stamp collector. The coil pair 
shown (cover) also was the subject of abnormal phi- 
latelic damage; one can only speculate as to the 
cause. 


Gregg Hopkins, Sr. (2031) 
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BACKGROUND 

As the result of the joint efforts of President 
Roosevelt, Postmaster General Farley and the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, the Philatelic Truck made 
its debut 9 May 1939 in Washington, D.C. The mis- 
sion of the project was to construct a motorized phi- 
latelic display that would travel to every state with a 
“Million Dollar” stamp exhibit. The three-man crew 
would provide education on U.S. stamp history and 
stamp production methods to those who visited the 
exhibit. Ralph Davis, “Clerk-in-Charge,” a philatelist 
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himself, was the primary lecturer. 


Specially prepared stamp booklets were among 
items available for sale from the vehicle. These 
“albums” were intended to promote stamp collect- 
ing, especially to the youth of America. In January of 
1940, a 3¢ stamped envelope with a special cachet 
(stamped in black) was also available for sale from 
the Philatelic Truck. Although there were no postal 
facilities on the Truck, visitors could address the 
envelopes and leave them with the crew for trans- 
port to the local post office. This would insure a prop- 
er postmark to document the visitor the Philatelic 
Truck to a city on a particular date. 


The vehicle, prepared by the Bureau of Engraving & 
Printing, was constructed using a 1931 White truck 
chassis. The illuminated interior contained examples 
of U.S. stamps from 1847 to 1938. Included were 
proofs, mint stamps and coils, all exhibited on 
ornately illustrated display panels designed and pro- 
duced by the Bureau. Front bumper-mounted panels 
were also displayed outside the vehicle, weather per- 
mitting. Positioned in the center of the vehicle, 
directly behind the driver’s cabin, was a model 
(below) Stickney press (1/8 scale). The press was 
intended to demonstrate the workings of a rotary 
stamp press by dispensing (but not printing) singles 
from coil rolls of Bureau-printed souvenir sheets— 
the Philatelic Truck Souvenir Sheet coils.

The bombing of Pearl Harbor in December of 1941 
and subsequent U.S. war effort brought an immedi- 
ate end to the funding of the Philatelic Truck project. 
The last recorded visit of the Truck and crew was 
December 13th in San Diego, California. Although 
the exhibit did not meet the goal of visiting every 
state, the project was officially recognized as a suc- 
cess. 


For further information on the Philatelic Truck pro- 
ject, a must read is the definitive publication on the 
subject, The Philatelic Truck by James H. Bruns, pub- 
lished by the Bureau Issues Association, Inc. 


SOUVENIR SHEET 


The listing under Souvenir Cards in the Scott 
Specializeds Catalogue of United States Stamps & 
Covers reads, :A forerunner of the souvenir cards is 
the 1939 Philatelic Truck souvenir sheet which the 
Post Office Department issued in various cities visit- 
ed by the Philatelic Truck. It shows the White House, 
printed in blue on white paper.” Two varieties are 
listed, with and without gum. The “with gum” vari- 
ety is given the higher of the two catalogue values. 
No comment is made by Scott concerning the exis- 
tence of the coil variety. The 2008 catalogue value for 
the “with gum” item is listed at $50—in excess of six 
times the amount for the souvenir sheet without 
gum. Based on the production ratio of over 3.2 to 1 
(no gum vs. gum) and the low survivability of the 
gummed specimensof the gummed specimens, the 
value differential is probably accurate. 


SOUVENIR SHEET DESIGN 


The accepted souvenir sheet design, by Alvin R. 
Meissner, included a vignette based on an earlier 
engraving of the White House by Angelo Delnoce 
first used on a 1889 ceremonial issued for the inau- 
guration of Benjamin Harrison (below) with frame 
engraved by William B. Wells. An alternate design 
was proposed for the souvenir sheet, one that depict- 
ed the Philatelic Truck itself (opposite, above). 
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The design model was submitted on 21 March 1919 
and approval was made by Postmaster General 
Farley the following day. This approved design was 
also initialed by Alan W. Hall (Director, BEP) and 
others. Bureau records show proofs of the souvenir 
sheet were pulled on 4 April 1939. Three days later, 
Hall submitted proof number 594253 to Ramsey S. 
Black (Third Assistant Postmaster General) for 
approval. Farley signed the proof date 19 April 1939 
and it was returned to the Bureau. (No proofs cur- 
rently exist in private hands.) The first printing was 
sent to the press 10 May 1939. Several of the first 
printing Philatelic Truck Souvenir Sheets were 
signed by Meissner, Wells, Hall and Smith (below).

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SOUVENIR SHEET PRODUCTION 


The total printing for the Philatelic Truck Souvenir 
Sheet is recorded as 730,040, all imperforate. Of 
these, 173,220 were produced with gum, all from the a 
first printing and the only gummed printing. Some of 4 ce a 
the first printing was made up into coil rolls of 500. ie 
Of these, it is estimated that five rolls (2,500 single 
souvenir sheets) were actually fed through the model 
press. This process proved to be too slow. As a result, 
all future deliveries to the Truck were as individual 
souvenir sheets.

OISTRIGUTED ON THE 2CTASION OF THE VISIT OF THE PRILATELIC TRUCK 
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A pair of ten-subject plates, 2 x 5 items (above,right), 
produced all the souvenir sheets in three printings. 
Plate numbers 141069 and 14070 were located in the 
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The two plates for this issue (producing 10 images 
each) were curved to fit on the small Stickney press- 
es used for coil stamp production. One revolution of 
the printing cylinder printed 20 souvenir sheets. 
There were joint lines every five rows of subjects 
(created by residual blue ink at the recess where the 
two plates butted). Philatelic Truck Souvenir Sheets 
are collectible with visible joint lines on either top or 
bottom. The greater the miscut at the joint lines, the 
more apparent they become (above, left, from first 
printing). Perry, in his article for The Specialist, wrote 
“Joint lines are unreported on the ungummed 
sheetlets, but they may well exist.” This is attributed 
to the fact that all ungummed souvenir sheets were 
separated at the Bureau before delivery to the Truck. 
Bureau controls for sheet separation were far more 
stringent than for the model press on the Truck. That 
having been said, clear examples of late printing joint 
lines, although more rare, do exist (above, right).

SOUVENIR SHEET DISTRIBUTION 


The first official recorded delivery of Philatelic Truck 
Souvenir Sheets to the vehicle was on 22 May 1939. 
This delivery included coil rolls and singles (all 
gummed) and is said to have totaled over 170,000 
subjects. All subsequent deliveries were ungummed 
and as single pieces. It was the intent that all who 
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visited the philatelic display be presented, “at no 
charge, with one of the souvenir sheets. 


Prior to the first “official delivery” of souvenir 
sheets, at least one coil was set up in the miniature 
Stickney printing press mounted in the vehicle. As 
recorded by the first chauffeur of the Philatelic 
Truck, Charles E. Branan, “Philatelic Exhibit #1, offi- 
cially opened May 9, 1939” (below) The #1 was 
painted on the outside of the Truck; it was originally 
thought there could be more than one vehicle. 
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The 9 May White House debut was not open to the 
general public and no souvenir sheets were distrib- 
uted (the first printing was not sent to the press until 
the following day). Later that day the Philatelic 
Truck motored its way down Pennsylvania Avenue 
to the front of the Post Office Department where it 
remained open to the public through Sunday, 14 
May. The Philatelic Truck would start its actual jour- 
ney across the country the following day, 
although,as previously noted, the first officially 
recorded delivery of souvenir sheets to the Truck for 
distribution to the public was not until 22 May. Prior 
to this date, however, the Bureau did supply coil 
rolls to the vehicle. These were to be separated by the 
model press into individual sheetlets and given to 
some of the first visitors. It was at this time that the 
crew realized the process was too slow to keep up 
with the demand and ordered the sheets pre-cut 
prior to receipt from the Bureau the following day. 
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COILS 


Philatelic Truck Souvenir Sheet coils (all gummed) 
were distributed from the Truck as early as 12 May 
1939 (as documented On cover, above), with a few 
possibly as late as December of 1941. Although the 
coil roll inventory was almost all depleted in the 
early days of the journey, one roll was saved and 
kept in the model press as a visual aid for visitors to 
see. This is documented by photos of the interior of 
the vehicle during the journey (below, with driver 
Branan). The model press was mounted in a wooden 
frame that was secured under the passenger side dis- 
play case during travel. For viewing, the case was 
positioned in the center of the vehicle directly behind 
the door to the operator’s cabin. The press, which 
weighed several hundred pounds, was elevated 
from its frame by electric jacks (an “extension” cord 
was used to connect to a local power source). Driver 
Charles E. Branan’s handwritten accounts of the 
journey, acquired by this author, document the 
[above mentioned] photograph taken by a photogra- 
pher for the Worcester, Massachusetts Evening 
Gazette. The photo reveals an intact coil roll in the 
model press long after routine use of the press to dis- 
pense the sheetlets was discontinued.

There are three indicators that enable one to differ- 
entiate coil singles from regular gummed singles 
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with good provability (other than having a multiple). 
lhe first is a legitimate postmark or authentic hand 
inscribed date on the sheetlet itself (below). If these 
dates are prior to the 22 May 1939 delivery, they are 
most likely coils. 
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[he second clue is to identify coils dispensed from 
the model press. When the model press was demon- 
strated, the coil roll of souvenir sheets would 
advance through the press to simulate how paper 
would travel through an actual press. The guides for 
the cutter at the end of the model press allowed the 
paper to shift, at times producing angled cuts 
(below). The cutting done at the Bureau at times mis- 
registered horizontally, but the top and bottom cuts, 
for the most part, were parallel. For these to be legit- 
imate and not re-cut, there should be at least a 1/2” 
margin remaining between the image and the nar- 
rowest part of the sheetlet. 
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‘Ihe third indicator of a Philatelic Truck Souvenir 
Sheet coil is its dimensions. When the Bureau 
processed the printed web into individual souvenir 
sheets, the finished sized was measurably smaller 
than those severed from the coil rolls by the model 
press in the Truck. The overall size of the souvenir 
sheet as specified by the Bureau was 4.5” wide by 
2.96” high. Those made into coil rolls consistently 
maintained the 4.5” width, but the individual sheets 
cut by the Bureau measured 4.4” or less. 


COIL CENSUS 


There is no accounting or census of surviving 
Philatelic Truck Souvenir Sheet coils. While at least 
five rolls of 500 subjects were run through the minia- 
ture press in the Truck, other coils may have been 
separated manually. It should be remembered that 
the reason for discontinuing gumming after the first 
printing was that the sheets were being used as stick- 
ers, affixed to cars, windows and to the Philatelic 
Truck itself. This practice drastically affected the sur- 
vival rate of the gummed sheetlets. In the 15 years 
spent by this author studying on- and off-cover 
examples of sheets from the first printing, he has 
acquired less than a dozen confirmed coils, along 
with over 100 very possible Philatelic Truck Souvenir 
Sheet coils (below).

I reproduce (slightly reduced) a souvenir card issued 
by the organizers of the Second Sunday Stamp 
Shows of Meriden, CT, from a photocopy provided 
by the author. I believe it to be one of the earliest, if 
not the earliest, tributes to our collecting hobby. I 
would like to know if any member has a similar card 
from another club/show honoring souvenir card col- 
lecting.

One of the more significant recent developments in American philately has been the growth 


of Souvenir Card collecting. As with most developing trends, after experiencing an early 


speculative boom and bust period, Bureau cards as well as private issues are now being 


collected for their philatelic merit as well as for their investment potential. 


We issue our own Second Sunday Souvenir Card today in recognition of the emergence of 
Souvenir Cards as a respected philatelic specialty.

The 10¢ card for international surface mail had the 
same design—except for the value—as the earlier 8¢ 
card issued in 1967 (UX54). 


The 15¢ international air mail card also followed the 
design of the earlier 13¢ card issued in 1967 (UXC8). 


Several of the first day canceled cards were over- 
printed at the left with a cachet honoring LUPOSTA, 
an international air mail stamp exhibition held 10-13 
June 1971 in Berlin, Germany. These cards were 
available from the NYC postmaster. It is estimated 
that 3,000 of each were sold—they were not available 
uncanceled with the cachet.

A non-profit, the Myrtle Beach Golf Holiday organi- 
zation, contracted with the USPS to overprint a 
postal card to advertise that the Myrtle Beach, SC, 
area was back in business after Hurricane Hugo hit 
on 22 September 1988. The card used was the 15¢ 
bison/ prairie “America the Beautiful” postal card 
issued on 28 March 1988 (UX120). The MBGH serves 
as a type of chamber of commerce for 52 Myrtle 
Beach golf courses. All printing was done by the 
Government Printing Office. The first cards were 
probably mailed on 14 October. (Postmarks earlier 
than that are questionable.) The USPS paid for 
140,000 cards to sell to collectors as a legitimate over- 
print variety, in addition to the 760,000 cards deliv- 
ered to and used by the commercial customer. Both 

sides of the card are shown here (right).

In addition to these three cards, one additional card, 
a 20¢ “red barn scene” (UX198) issued on 3 January 
1995, was overprinted on the back by a local post 
office (believed to be in Florida).

Larry’s references add the following information to 
the previous column: 


NAJUBRIA’86—9,500 cards were sent Germany, and 
the approximate quantity sold by mail by the USPS 
Sales Division was 73,580 cards! A later article indi- 
cated that the USPS had sold out their entire stock of 
90,000 cards. The German agent for the USPS was, 
again, Hermann Sieger. From Linn’s: “John 
Beachboard, noted U.S. postal card collector and edi- 
tor of the United States Postal Card Catalog...’When 
I found out about it, I told them [USPS] that they had 
crossed over into the area of postal card collectors, 
not just souvenir card collectors...’.” [Here again is 
the idea that these ARE souvenir cards issued by 
the USPS.| The USPS originally printed 20,000 cards 
in September, sending 9,500 to Germany. In 
December they printed 40,000 more, followed by 
30,000 more in February. 


CUP-PEX’87—the initial print order was for 50,000 
cards, supplemented by a second order for 50,000 
and, finally, a third order for 25,000. The third set 
used new artwork and plates with much heavier

PHILATELIA’87—the USPS ordered 100,000 of these 
cards which were released on 6 November 1987. 
4,500 were sent to Germany, 95,400+ were sold by the 
Sales Division. 


SYDPEX’88—again the USPS ordered 100,000 of 
these cards overprinted, by contract.They were 
released on 30 July, 10,000 sent to Australia, with 
89,850+ sold by the Sales Division.

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CLIFFORD JOSEPH (1923-2010) 


Shortly after the last issue of SCJ was sent to the 
membership, we were saddened to learn that Cliff 
Joseph (1159), a founding member of the Metro 
Chapter in 1992 and one of its most active members, 
had passed away. Cliff, who was 87, died on April 
6th in New Jersey. As a pediatrician, Cliff practiced 
in Torrington, Connecticut, before he moved to New 
Jersey, where he worked in medical research for the 
Hoffmann-LaRoche Pharmaceutical Company. 


Cliff's interests in history and pediatric AIDS 
research spurred him to develop the Metro Chapter’s 
annual historical souvenir card program and the 
Starfish Foundation souvenir card. The Metro 
Chapter historical cards were researched and pre- 
pared by Cliff before being sent to Mike Bean for 
appropriate engravings and printing. Cliff worked 
successfully with local museums and governmental 
agencies, such as the Edison Museum, to secure their 
participation in the Metro souvenir card program.
